CHAUFFEUR ESCAPES 


WITHOUT A SCRATCH 


Accident Happens on Trip From 


Fort Meyer Into the 


Nation's Capital. 


WASHIN'KTON. March 23. — Major 


General J. Franklin Bell, chief of staff 
of the army, was severely but probably 
not dangerously Injured and Mrs, Herbert 
J. Slocum, wife of Major Slocum of the 
Seventh Cavalry, was almost Instantly 
killed early today In a collision of their 
automobile with a trolley 
car on the 


Tenallytown Road In the northwest out- 
skirts of this city. 
General Bell suf- 


fered one rib broken, a bad scalp wound 
and severe bruises. 
The chauffeur was 


uninjured. 


Mrs. Slocum was visiting her sister, 


Mrs H. T. Green, in this city and yes- 
terday went to Fort Meyer to visit Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Bell. It was on the way 
back to the city that the fatal collision 
occurred. 


ONLY THREE IN CAR. 


The only occupants of the car were 


General Bell, Mrs. Slocum and the chauf- 
feur. 
The Tenallytown road. 
officially 


known as "Wisconsin avenue, runs north 
from 
Georgetown through the western 


environs of the city, and Is a favorite 
route for 
automobiles. 
Crossing 
the 


Georgetown bridge near Fort Meyer, the 
car turned north in Wisconsin a\ enue 
and was about to turn east when at Gar- 
field street the collision occurred. 


The fast moving trolley car com- 


pletely demolished 
the 
automobile. 


Mrs. Slocum struck on her head. .It 
was seen her condition was serious 
and she was placed aboard a trolley 
car and taken to a hospital. 
After 


having gone some distance in the car 
she was transferred to an automo- 
bile and taken to the Georgetown 
University Hospital. 


At the hospital the surgeon pro- 


nounced Mrs. Siocum dead. 


ONLY MINOR INJURIES. 


General Bel! was also thought to be in 


a serious condition. A passing automo- 
bile was hailed and the general was 
placed in it and hurried to the Post Hos- 
pital at Fort Meyer. The surgeons found 
he was suffering from the contusions of 
the chest and a scalp wound. 


The post surgeon. Major John H. Allen, 


said at first that no bones were broken 
and that as far as had been ascertained 
In a hurried examination, there was no in- 
ternal Injuries. A later examination, how- 
ever, disclosed that one of the general's 
ribs was broken. After his wounds were 
dressed he was removed to his homo. 


Chauffeur Ward was unhurt. He was 


arrested with the motorman 
and con- 


ductor of the trolley car. 


CHAUFFEUR DID NOT LOOK. 
According to the account of the 


accident given by Ward, the 
ob- 


jectivo point was the Naval Observ- 
atory. 
While proceeding along Wis- 


consin avenue General Bell 
ordered 


him to turn into Garfield street. 


Little time was available for 
mak- 


ing 
the 
turn, 
and 
the chauffeur 


steered his machine across the tracks 
without glancing back to see if any 
car was 
approaching. 
When 
the 


automobile 
was 
about two-thirds 


across the first track a south bound 
car struck ft 
Tho automobile 
was hurled 
Against 
a 
ti'nlley 
pole 
and 


turned over. 
General Bell was 
thrown out. 
Ward 
\%tks pinned 


under the front of the car but 
managed 
to 
extricate himself. 


Mrs. Slocum was crushed under 
the body of the 
car. 
Bleeding 


about the hands and head, Gen- 
eral Bell directed the passengers 
on the car and others In lifting 
the automobile from the injured 
woman. 
W. J. Speinbaugh. the motorman 


on the car, said he had slowed down 
for the Massachusetts avenue cross- 
ing and was running at not more 
than seven miles an hnur.

The biggest deep-sea freighting carriers 
of the world are in the field seeking lo- 
cations on Oakland's water front, where 
ship and railroad car tome together. In 
anticipation of the opening of the Pan- 
ama Canr', which-event is to take place 
in 1915. 


Yesterday THE TRIBUNE reported 


that the American Hawaiian Steamship 
Company, which has a traffic contract 


with the Hawaiian sugar planters and 


the Tehuantepi-c railway company which 
opens the Mexican isthmus of Tehuante- 
pec, is negotiating fot a lease of the 
reconstructed wharves, of the Oakland 
Dock and Warehouse Company, popu- 
latly known as the Adams' wharves. To- 
day it Is in a position to announce that 
not only the American-Hawaiian steam- 
ship company, but the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can and three or four other large steam- 
ship corporations, having headquarters 
in New York and other nolnts OD the 
Eastern seaboard, are endeavoring to ob- 
tain docking facilities at the same point 
in Oakland harbor. 


AGENTS ON THE GROUND. 


Responsible representatives of at least 


five of these steamship companies have 
been on the ground for almost two weeks 
past negotiating with Fred J. Early, the 
manager of thp Oakland Dock and Ware- 
house Company, for a lease of the com- 
pany's constructed wharves, in anticipa- 
tion of the opening of the Panama canal. 
That there is a general understanding 
between these corporations as to a joint 
use of the company's docks Is apparent 
from the fact that dally conferences are 
being held here and in San Francisco 
between their respective representatlvs. 


"During the past ten davs I have had 


interviews with these gentlemen on the 
subject of leasing the Oakland Dock and

It was a foregone conclusion that the Santa Barbara conference 


would endorse San Francisco as the proper place in which to hold 
the Panama Exposition, nevertheless it is gratifying that the decis- 
ion should have been unanimous. As representatives from nearly 
all the commercial bodies in the State were present and joined in 
the endorsement of San Francisco as the place for holding the fair 
public opinion in California may fairly be said as having spoken 
decisively. 


San Diego was not represented at the conference, which was 


1 quite natural, seeing that she could not enter into the competition 
. with a showing worthy of serious consideration. The comparison 


would have been truly odious. It would have been pitiful for San 
Diego. Howe\ er. that city stoutly insists that she is going to hold 
an exposition in 1915. Xo doubt she can hold a creditable local fair, 
but an exposition national in character and international in interest 
is a different matter. San Diego is not equal to the task, leaving 
all other cities out of question. 


Putting aside the geographical disability under which San 


Diego labors, a comparison of resources makes San Diego's claims 
appear ridiculous. San Francisco has approximately 500,000 inhab- 
itants and an assessed property valuation of $493,288,889. 
San 


Diego's population is not more than 50,000, probably less. 
Her 


taxable property valuation is 535,021,325. \Yithin an hour's ride of 
San Francisco are a dozen towns and cities containing in the aggre- 
gate nearly half a million more people who with all their joint re- 
sources will back the San Franc^co exposition. 


The territory immediately around San Diego is sparsely popu- 


lated. There are no considerable towns near by. There are no 
points of interest in the neighborhood, no majestic scenery-near by 
to invite excursions and contribute to the drawing attractions of the 
exposition. San Francisco has within easy reach Yosemite valley, 
Lake Tahoe, the Santa Cruz beach, the Big Trees of the coast re- 
gion and the (iiant RcJuooiis of the Sierra Nevada, the Geysers 
and the petrified forest at Calistoga. There is Mount Tamalpais 
and the scenic railroad, Mount Diablo and a great netw'ork of fine 
roadwavA intersecting a region of rare beauty. 


There is the Mint in the city and the navy yard at Vallejo, and 


the great river highwa} -, penetrating the interior of the State. 


What has San Diego to offer as an offset to these manifold ad- 


vantages? She has her beautiful bay and a few orange and lemon 
groves. 
Nothing more. 
The country roundabout has no scenic 


charm and is not even interesting in the agricultural sense. 
The 


desert almost creeps up to the town, and but a few miles away be- 
gins an arid region that stretches for hundreds of miles to the east 
and south. The great argosies and caravans of trade enter and pass 
through the gateways to the noith, leaving San Diego far out of 
their track. 


San Francisco is the largest city on the Pacific Coast and the 


focus of the large.-t population center on these shores. She is cen- 
trally located on the great lines of travel between the east and west 
—at once the riehe=t, most populous and the most advantageously 
situated of all the cities on the western shore of the continent. Fler 
great calamity will add to her attractions, for the tragic story of her 
ruin is matched by even a more glorious page in her history, the 
irecord of her rebuilding. 


But what's the use of talking about San Francisco in the same 


breath with San Diego? It is like comparing an elephajit'to a 
mouse. Only the mountainous conceit of the villagers around Cor- 
onado has ever deemed San Diego a possibility. However, the 
Santa Barbara conference has put a quietus on the blowing and 
bawling down near the Mexican border.

Penalizing Unjust litigants. 


In disposing of a frivolous appeal the California Supreme Court 


imposed a fine of $50 on the appellants for taking an appeal appar- 
ently for no other purpose than to delay paying a just debt and 
cause the creditor anno\ ancc and expense. If the court of last re- 
sort would penalize appellants more frequently there would be fewer 
frivolous appeals taken and the Supreme Court calendar would not 
be overcrowded. There would be less spite litigation and a speedier 
determination of appealed cases. A vast majority of the judgments 
appealed from are affirmed, v hirh proves that there is no merit in 
more than half the appeal* taken. 
Over and over again the Su- 


preme Court is required to lay down the same rules of law and de- 
cide anew points that have been adjudicated for the hundredth time. 
If the Supreme Bench would rebuke attorneys who persist in tak- 


groimds and impose fines on litigants 
to gratify spite and put people to un- 


ing appeals on inadequate 
who utilize court prnccsse- 
necessary expense a wholesome reform would he effected without 
change of. the existing laws. It would put an end to much injustice 
£Cnd greatly expedite litigation. Lawyers who carry groundless ap- 
peals to the Supreme Court ought to be punished in some way, and 
litigants who employ legal process as an instrument of vengeance 
and persecution ought to be made to suffer for their offense.

German consul at Galveston, «ho v ill 
[have th=m examined as tn their 
ness for military service, and one' 
port ad'ls that those found qualified 
will be provided with transportation 
to the fitherland.

Failure of Prosecuting Witness to 
Appear Angers Judge; Promising 


Fights for West Oakland

NEW YORK, March 23.—Jack Johnson, the champion heavy- 


weight pugilist, was placed under a bond of $5000 and committed 
to the Tombs prison until the bail is furnished, when the case in 
which he is charged with assaulting Norman Finder, a diminutive 
negro, in an uptown cafe came up before Judge Mulqueen in the 
General Sessions Court today. 


The big pugilist had been under S1500 bail before it was in- 


creased to $5000 today. While process-servers were hunting today 
for Finder, much doubt existed as to, whether the long-anticipated 
trial of Johnson set for Monday on the assault charge would be held. 


Failure to bring the case to trial today would cause it to g9 


over to the April term of court, at the time Johnson expects to be- 
gin preparation for the final stages of his training for the champion- 
ship fight with Jeffries. 


Johnson today denied emphatically that there has been any 


break between him and Jack Gleason, one of the fight promoters, 
because of Johnson's unwillingness to begin training ninety days 
before the big fight. The .fighter said: 


"Unless I get theatric."', bookings for my show in Denver and 


Los Angeles for the last two weeks in April, I'll stay in Chicago 
until May 1st. Then I'll move out to the Seal Rock House in S-in 
Francisco, where I'm going to do all my heavy work for the fight. 
That's the best they'll get out of me. I'm in training right now, and1 
I took off a good many pounds lately by road work." 


Norman Finder, the complainant in the case, did not appear
